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The Bi-Centenary of Handel’s “Messiah” 


Two hundred years ago a product of Northern 
German Protestantism and a contemporary of 
Bach—George Frederick Handel — wrote the 
most celebrated oratorio the world has ever 
heard, the “Messiah.” England became the home 
of this great master and of his marvelous ora- 
torio. The libretto is taken from the English 
Bible. Its subject from beginning to end is 
Christ. The libretto was compiled by Charles 
Jennens, a squire of Leicestershire, The words, 
chosen in the main from the prophetic writings 
of Malachi, Isaiah, Jeremiah, and the Psalms in 
the Old Testament and from the Gospel of St. 
Luke, the Epistles of St. Paul, the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, and the Revelation of St. John in the 
New, adhere to the traditional conception of our 
Lord's Person and redemptive purpose in His 
Incarnation, Crucifixion, Resurrection, and Reign 
in Glory, 


Handel wrote the entire music, including the 


scoring, in the almost incredible short space of 
twenty-four days. He began his work on the 
twenty-second of August, 1741, and finished it 
on the fourteenth of September. On the twenty- 
third of March, 1743, at Convent Garden Theatre, 
when a performance of the oratorio was being 
given, George II, rose at the singing of the 
“Hallelujah” chorus and remained standing 
throughout. This spontaneous tribute which has 
been given by generation after generation ever 
since is thoroughly deserved of the music, 

To the Glory of God and to the memory of 
the composer, the Adult Choir dedicates its 
rendition of the “Hallelujah” chorus on this the 
bi-centennial of the completion of the “Messiah,” 
next Sunday, September 14th, 10:00 A. M. 

The pastor will preach in both English services 
and the sermon in the early service (8:00 A.M.) 
will be broadeast over WHAM beginning at

August 8, 1941, 
My dear Mr. —: 

Our regiment has just finished preparations 
for maneuvers and we're all using the “in-be- 
tween lull” for one last rest before leaving for 
Arkansas, Texas, Mississippi and Louisiana, 
With the heat well above 100° and days of haul- 
ing 155 mim. howitzer shells of 100 pounds each, 
all of us are quite dragged out. But two and 
one-half years will shape us up fine. 

In a few weeks they'll be picking the cotton 
crop down here. We hope to see this sight, then 
watch some snow fall in the north, 

Army life and routine isn’t as bad as most 
people paint it, but it can never compare to the 
life of a civilian. No one is homesick—there 
isn’t time for it. 

Best regards to the brothers of M. B. S. and 
to Salem. Don't forget the fellows in service. 
We give more than one thought of you.

DOES GOD GUIDE? HOSEA 11:4 
(Radio sermon by Dr. Schroeder on Sunday, 
August 10th) 

Does God guide? Earnest souls have asked 
that question since the beginning of human his- 
tory. We can believe in the guidance of God 
when evil is punished, when the wicked are 
sessowed and the righteous are rewarded. Then 

e discern clearly the guiding hand of the Lord. 
Wi hen the righteous suffer and the wicked pros- 
per, when calamity and misfortune swallow up 
the good and the eyil without discrimination, 
there is point to the ancient taunt of the scoffer. 
Where is thy God? 

It is a pertinent question, Does God Guide? 
Our Christian faith stands or falls by our an- 
swer to this question. If God does not guide 
then farewell to prayer, farewell to faith, fare- 
well to Christ. A God who does not guide is not 
the God of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


If any man had reason to doubt the guidance 
and the goodness of God, it was the great 
prophet Hosea. He liyed about 800 years before 
Christ at the time of the rapid decline and col- 
lapse of the Kingdom of Israel. He saw his 
country slip from a plenteous and victorious 
period into a time of panic and defeat. He loved 
his country and he suffered acutely in its na- 
tional collapse. Moreover his personal life was 
shadowed by the tragedy of his wife’s shameless 
disloyalty and adultery, But out of the tragedy 
of a broken home and a broken nation sounds 
the broken voice of Hosea’s deep confidence in 
the unfailing guidance and goodness of God. 
There is tender pathos in those words of the 
Almighty from the lips of his suffering prophet. 
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“When Israel was a child, then I loved him and 
called my son out of Egypt. [ taught Israel to 
walk, taking them by ther arms I drew them 
with cords of man, with bands of love I was to 
them as they that take the yoke off their jaws, 
and [ laid food unto them.” (Hosea 11:3, 4.) 

It is a great picture of a loving and compas- 
sionate Father, who leads us but does not drive 
us, who eases the burdens on our backs, as the 
man lifts the heavy yoke from the neck of the 
plodding oxen, 

It was easier to believe that in Hosea's time 
than it is today. Hosea’s world was small, It 
was bounded by the desert in the east and the 
sea on the west. He knew nothing of the in- 
finitude of the universe that has unfolded itself 
to man’s inquiring eye. To Hosea the earth was 
the center of the universe and the Hebrew nation 
the center of the earth. It was easy to believe 
in divine providence then because the perspec- 
tive of history went back one or two thousand 
years to the deliverance from Egypt. But modern 
man has dug among the ruins to discover that 
this world was countless ages in the making. 
The world is not confined to a little strip on the 
Mediterranean sea, it includes more than a bil- 
lion people of many races and nationalities. Our 
earthly planet itself which Hosea thought was 
the center of the universe is but a little speck 
in the starry sky, Can we still say: God leads; 
God guides, God provides? 

If it is difficult to believe in the guidance of 
God in the kind of a universe we know today, 
infinite in scope and infinite in particularity, it 
is still more difficult to believe that this mar- 
velous. universe came into being any other way 
than by the creative omnipotent will of God. 


Does the doctrine of chance explain the uni- 
verse? It is beyond every belief that blind 
chance should shuffle the material elements 
around and then draw from the mixture the 
mind of Plato, the conscience of Socrates, the 
poetry of Shakespeare, the character of Christ. 
Moreover how does the doctrine of chance ex- 
plain the orderliness of the universe which the 
physicist finds in the electron and the astronomer 
finds in the movement of the solar systems? If 
chance rules the world how can the scientist 
foretell to the day and hour the eclipse of the 
sun 100 years from today? Our whole ciyiliza- 
tion is built on the assumption of the unfailing 
operation of the laws of nature. An engineer 
expressed it in this way: “Our whole business 
depends on the uniformity of nature. If we had 
to call up our broker every morning to find out 
how gravitation opened on Wall Street, we could 
never erect a building or construct a bridge.” 


If not chance—then perhaps this universe is a 
machine. This was the popular scientific explana- 
tion of the universe of the last generation. But 
the analogy of a machine is unfortunate for 
those who would dispense thereby with belief 
in God, because every machine requires that 
some one makes it and somebody controls it. 
Those who profess to find no purpose in life 
because the universe is just a vast machine for- 
get that eyery machine has a purpose. When 
you see a machine you ask at once: “What is it 
for? Who made it?” If the universe is a ma- 
chine, God is the mechanic and God is at the 
controls. me 


Now you may agree that there is mind and 
purpose and plan at the heart of the universe 
but you still insist. How can God care for poor 
insignificant little me? It seems almost pre- 
sumption that in this world of more than a bil- 
lion creatures, with billions that have gone be- 
fore, and billions that will follow after, God 
should care for me and guide me by His wisdom 
and His love. 

Yet this is the great affirmation of our Chris- 
tian faith, God cares, God comforts, God guides 
us every day of our life. Whateyer else you may 
believe about God, if you do not believe that 
God is personal and that He stands in a definite 
personal relation to His believers as a Father to 
His child you haye missed the inner essence ot 
the religion of Jesus Christ. The Bible testifies 
to the guidance of God on almost every page of 
the inspired Word. It was God that led Abra- 
lain into a far country to make of him a great 
nation. It was God, who with a mighty hand ied 
His people out of the land of Egypt. It was God 
that sent Samuel to Bethlehem to anoint David 
as the King of Israel. The prophets and the 
psalmists never grew weary of affirming God's 
guidance, His mercy and judgment for His peo- 
ple Israel. It was God that sent Isaiah out of 
the temple to warn the people of impending 
judgment. It was God that comforted them by 
the waters of Babylon and led them back to re- 
build the walls of Jerusalem, 


It is Jesus that reveals to us most intimately 
the guidance of a loving compassionate personal 
God. He taught us to pray: Our Father. He 
said with divine assurance that leaves no room 
for doubt. “Your Father knoweth what things 
ye have need of before you ask Him.” He cli- 
maxes his affirmation of the Father's loving care 
by his amazing promise. “Whatsoever ye shall 
ask the Father in my name, He will give it unto 
you,” 

Does God guide? Does He guide today? The 
answer is: Yes, A thousand times Yes! But 
guidance is no trivial matter. We dare not con- 
fuse coincidence with divine providence or our 
personal whims with God's purpose. If a man 
should say that he was guided to go to church 
on Sunday because the rain prevented him from 
playing golf on Sunday morning, that is not 
guidance, that borders on blasphemy, Guidance 
must be checked and re-checked by reason, evi- 
dence and the word of God, Some people open 
the Bible at random and point blindly to a given 
verse on a given page for the answer to their 
problem, That is not guidance ; that is nothing 
more than magic. Guidance is always in accord- 
ance with the word and the revealed will of 
Almighty God, 

After we have said all this there still remain 
profound mysteries that we cannot understand 
this side of heaven. Why the wicked prosper 
and the good so often suffer has baffled the 
wisest and best of men since time began, But 
we know that some of the best, noblest, finest 
people we know baye been made perfect in suf- 
fering and that only where it is possible for men 
to do evil is there any virtue in doing right, only 
where goodness remains unrewarded can we find 
teal goodness worthy of the name, only when 
there is the possibility of hell can we find the 
possibility of heaven!

CHRISTIANITY AND THE PROBLEM 
OF JUSTICE 
Pastor Schroeder's Labor Day Sermon 

“Thus said Jehovah: Go down to the house of 
the king of Judah, and speak there this word, 
and say, Hear the word of Jehovah, O King of 
Judah, that sittest upon the throne of David, 
thou and thy servants, and thy people that enter 
in by these gates. Thus saith Jehovah: Execute 
ye justice and righteousness, and deliver him 
that is robbed out of the hand of the oppressor: 
and do no wrong, do no violence, to the so- 
journer, the fatherless, nor the widow; neither 
shed innocent blood in this place. For if ye da 
this thing indeed, then shall there enter in by 
the gates of this house kings sitting upon the 
throne of David, riding in chariots and on horses, 
he, and his seryants and his people. But if ye 
will not hear these words, I swear by myself, 
saith Jehovah, that this house shall become a 
desolation.” 

Tomorrow is Labor Day. The entire nation 
will pause tomorrow to honor the men who toil, 
I well remember my first Labor Day experience. 
As a ten year old boy I was taken to St. Louis for 
a visit by my mother. With my cousins I sallied 
forth to view the annual Labor Day parade. 
The marching ranks of the various‘labor unions, 
the stirring music of the bands, the waving of 
flags, made a deep impression on my mind. Haw- 
ever, one incident of that exciting day was etched 
on my memory, As the men marched along in 
solid ranks, a delivery wagon came rushing by 
in the opposite direction. A marcher suddenly 
sprang out of line and raised his clenched fist 
at the driver of the wagon and shouted “scab.” 
Several others rushed out of line in the direction 
of the wagon intending to stop the horse and 
hurl the driver from his seat. However, the 
driver quickly turned his horse at the corner 
and dashed madly down a side street, The 
marchers resumed their ranks and the procession 
moyed on. 

Here was unfolded before my youthful eyes 
the whole significance of the labor movement. 
Here was organization. Here was _ solidarity. 
Here was the protection of the entire group 
thrown around the individual worker in his claim 
to his job, Here was conflict, incipient violence 
for the protection of a single worker in his 
struggle to hold fast to that which stood between 
him and starvation—his job! 

Since [ have been ordained to the Christian 
ministry, | have never failed to preach a sermon 
on labor on the Sunday preceding Labor Day. 
As I re-read some of these sermons during the 
past week, [ have discovered in them a gradual 
shift in the emphasis of the messages on labor, 

There were those ezrly sermons on the dignity 
of labor. In those days, we sang the praises of 
honest toil, Our favorite text was “My Father 
worketh, hitherto and I work.’ We reminded 
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ourselves that Jesus was a carpenter and those 
hands which blest the little children, which 
healed the sick and raised the dead were horny 
hands of toil. We identified Jesus not only with 
the working man but with the labor union, Who 
can forget those oft quoted lines from the 
poem, “Comrade Jesus” by Sarah Cleghorn. 


“Ah, let no local him refuse 
Comrade Jesus hath paid his dues 
Whatever others be debarred 
Comrade Jesus hath his red card!” 


As the conflict of organized labor with, capital 
became more acute, we spoke optimistically 
about cooperation and goodwill as the solution 
of our labor problems. Let each side try to get 
the other side’s point of view and then our labor 
troubles would vanish and disappear. But in 
spite of this appeal to sweet reasonableness, 
strikes and lockouts steadily increased in fre- 
quency and intensity. It appeared that the only 
way to victory was pressure and that this pres- 
sure differed from actual warfare only in degree. 
We have tardily became aware that the labor 
problem is only a part of a larger problem; the 
problem of achieving justice in a world of in- 
justice and unrighteousness. 

In the presence of this problem the church is 
in a desperate situation. How can the church 
promote justice as long as her appeal is solely 
to the power of unselfish love? How can the 
church support violence and the threat of vio- 
lence in the struggle of labor to reap a more 
equitable share of the fruits of production? How 
can the church counsel patience and submission 
when such patience and submission only plunge 
the worker more deeply into the misery and 
suffering? We need to re-examine today our 
Christian responsibility for the realization of a 
more just social order for all of God's children. 
Let us admit at the outset that love is the ulti- 
mate goal of our Christian faith. The ancient 
commandment still stands as the first and great- 
est commandment of the law. “Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself.” The final test for a 
Christian is LOVE. 

The fundamental mistake we have made is to 
believe that love is omnipotent. We have taken 
the word of St. Paul, “Love never faileth” to 
mean that love always wins out in the end, that 
there is something in love that melts down the 
opposition in the evil-doer and wins the victory 
over evil, We have made a success story out of 
the cross, by believing that the love of Christ 
which poured itself out on the cross of Golgotha 
will always soften the heart of the most hard- 
ened sinner and win him into the Kingdom of 
God. There is no suggestion in the New Testa- 
ment that love must succeed, There is no hint 
that if we forgive our enemy 70 times 7 times 
he will become our friend. He will probably still 
be our enemy, The suggestion has been seriously 
made that if we could start a mass movement of 
prayer for Hitler, he would be moved to call off 
the war. But love does not operate as a magic 
formula to overcome evil and eliminate it from 
the hearts of men. In spite of twenty centuries 
of Christian preaching and teaching of the gospel 
of love, the world today is more brutal and cruel 
than at any time in the history of man. 

But what is justice? Here we are baffled by 
the limitation of our sinfulness and pride. Some 


injustice is so apparent and obvious that there 
can be no argument but other forms of injustice 
and wrong are not so easily determined. 


Here is a war that has divided the world into 
two hostile camps. Which side is right, which 
side is wrong? The English say, “We will win 
because we have justice on our side.’ ‘The Ger- 
mans say, “We will win because our cause is 
just." The American citizens regard Japan as 
an aggressor, the Japanese say that the Ameri- 
cans are trying to destroy them, A distinguished 
Frenchman lies at the point of death because of 
an assassin’s bullet. If he dies thousands of 
Frenchmen will be executed in the retaliation 
for the crime. The Germans will say, “That is 
just.” The Americans will probably say, “That 
is cruel and a mockery of justice.” 

Although justice is a relative term, yet we 
cannot stand aloof and say, “Since both sides 
claim to he right, we can have no concern for 
the struggle.’ We have an infallible criterion 
of justice in the word of God, Justice is not 
justice unless it recognizes the sacredness of the 
individual, Any system that sacrifices the indi- 
vidual for the power or the glory of the mass is 
not just. Again justice is not justice that is not 
based on the essential equality of human beings. 
A system that imposes one law for the rich and 
another law for the poor is not just, a system 
that has one standard for the conqueror and an- 
other for the conquered is not just. Justice does 
not devise from the exigencies of the moment 
but from the timelessness of the moral law. 
Justice is not the dictum of man, but the Eternal 
truth of God. 

Here in America we are confronted with grave 
problems that will test the stamina and integrity: 
of our Christian faith, Again and again we hear 
the question raised, “Is our democracy worth 
defending?" What are we doing to eliminate 
discrimination against American citizens in it- 
dustry? What are we doing to stamp out crime 
and racketeering? How long must we tolerate 
grait and corruption in the government? Why 
must millions of our people live in overcrowded 
tenements amid conditions of unspeakable 
squalor? 

Why must our draftees give up home and 
kindred and jobs to serve their country for a 
monthly wage of from $20 to $30 per month 
when mere boys at home can earn from $60 to 
$70 a week in defense industries? 

If our democracy cannot put the house in 
order, if we cannot correct the abuses that dis- 
grace our civilization then we cannot hope to 
impose our way of life upon the way of the 
world, Thank God the church is awaking to her 
task, Across the ages the ancient challenge of 
the Lord thunders in her ears. Execute ye judg- 
ment and righteousness. Let judgment call down, 


On this recurring Labor Day Sunday let us re- 
dedicate ourselves to the advancement of justice 
in the spirit of the Christian religion. Righteous- 
ness exalteth a nation but sin is a reproach to 
any people. Let labor with its tremendous pow- 
ers promote justice, let government seek justice 
as its goal, let the church burn deeper into the 
conscience of every citizen the ancient law: 
What doth the law require of thee but to do 
justice and love mercy and to walk humbly with 
thy God.

I'm second cook out here and having quite a 
time learning how to feed twenty-one men. 

Last week the different material came in 
which included lumber, straw, crude oil, and 
nails, We have to furnish the other camps and 
so have quite a large amount on hand. The men 
are starting to come out from Fort Bragg and 
Fort Jackson, a convoy of trucks started to go 
by us at one o'clock and were going strong at 
five o'clock that afternoon. 

The cotton season has started already and I 
picked a few balls of cotton myself and seeded 
it. The crop this year is low and will be less 
than half of what it was last year. 

I hitch-hiked about nine hundred miles to be 
home over Labor Day, I think I met more inter- 
esting persons than I ever met before, I had the 
trainfare but just wanted to see how it would be 
going by car. I had a five day pass and covered 
about twenty-one hundred miles.

A LETTER FROM CHINA 


Dear Dr, Schroeder: 

l am sitting here in the mountains of Hunan. 
Every direction I turn there are endless moun- 
tains, The river snakes itself in and out among 
the elevations. It is a scene of beauty. 

What days these are here in China! 

They are days of suffering, Yuanling is full 
of refugees} refugee institutions and refugee 
business houses driven out by the hand of a 
ruthless invader. People are crowded together. 
Families have men as soldiers in the army. 
Everywhere soldiers are drilling, Then there are 
the bombings, There is no possible resistance 
to the flames, They come and air raid signals 
announce their coming. Most people leave the 
city and go to the dug out caves or hide in the 
country, Can you imagine these thousands of 


orderly, hurrying people, day after day having 
their work interrupted and having to sit in the 
country for hours, One alarm this week was 
eleven hours long, Then to journey home not 
knowing if the person left to guard the house is 
alive or the house still standing, is an anxious 
time, | know, because I was in the center of 
one bombing, How nerve wrecking these experi- 
ences are. 

These are days of unrest. China has suffered 
much, Ancient family roots have been pulled 
up. Crowded refugees produce poor health con- 
ditions. Tuberculosis is common, Food has risen 
in price to where one can with difficulty get 
enough food for one’s family. 

These are days of determination. I go about 
and I find people determined to go on and 
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resist. They do not intend to give up. It is the 
same spirit that makes them such marvelous 
Christians when they accept Jesus Christ, 

These are days of work, Everyone keeps at it. 
China plans forward movements as she fights. 
Students start classes at daylight and keep at it 
till the air raid alarm sounds and then return 
after it is over in order to finish their work, 
We as missionaries keep at it, I have been as- 
signed as the mission representative in Huping 
Agriculture School. Sixty-seven percent of our 
boys were Christians this last year. We have a 
new program of work for this coming year. 

These are days of promise, Although clouds 
obscure the scene before me, [ know the moun- 
tains are still there. Although hatred covers the 
earth I know God still reigns, and if'we can get 
Jesus into the hearts of these people I know 
there will be a marvelous Christian group here. 

Postage is 24 cents—marked “via ship to China 
and air mail to Hong Kong” or Clipper Mail. 
Printed matter comes through. 

My best regards to all the members of Salem 
and the evening missionary groups which spon- 
sored my coming.

SPIRITUAL RENEWAL 


Why go to church? Because one cannot ig- 
nore his spiritual nature: soul culture is as nec- 
essary as physical, or mind culture, it needs 
constant renewal, 

Church attendance is like the winding of a 
clock, A clock must be rewound regularly in 
order to be an effective time-piece. Spiritual 
life cannot go too long without “rewinding”. It 
needs frequent care; it needs renewal from Sun- 
day to Sunday. There are some church members 
who “rewind” their spiritual natures once a 
year, by attending church at Easter or Christ- 
mas, few “rewind” once during each pastor- 
ate, the first Sunday a new preacher arrives. 
This is not enough. During the grind of the 
daily task during the week our energies are 


exhausted; physically, morally, and spiritually 
we need renewal. 

The continuous strain of daily contacts on the 
basis of business, trade, profession, social, po- 
litical and other relations tend to starve us spir- 
itually. How we need to ascend the hilltops on 
Sunday and breathe in the atmosphere of broth- 
erhood, spiritual activity and love of God and 
fellow men, How we need to feel that after all 
the things of life, the stuff that we handle day 
by day, the normal passions and desires, are not 
life’s greatest values, not worthy of our highest 
devotions, not the supreme end of living. How 
we need to know that we must first seek the 
kingdom of God and His righteousness. How 
we need the spiritual renewal that comes from 
prayer, sacred music, the reading and preaching 
of the Word to lift us out of our material and 
physical selves and set us with our faces toward 
the eternal hills. How we need to place our- 
selves where the spirit of God may woo us to 
higher resolve and determination, when our 
baser selves are dethroned and our higher selves 
are enthroned, 

Cannon Streeter is credited with saying: “The 
greatest need of mankind today—socially and 
individually—is a true sense of direction. We 
find this in the worship service of the church.”

THE BOARD OF NATIONAL MISSIONS 
J.J. Braun 


There is a great volume of very important 
work entrusted to the Board of National Mis- 
sions, Every part of the church looks to this 
Board for special help in urgent business of the 
Kingdom. Just at present there are 209 mission- 
aries on the roll of the Board, while there are 
280 individual churches for which the Board 
carries responsibility, Some of these are being 
served by neighboring pastors of self-supporting 
churches. 

The denomination instructs this Board to pro- 
mote and administer the missionary work in the 
homeland, Primarily, this means to lead the 
Christian people of this communion into an ever- 
increasing concern for their fellow-citizens, 
whose life is not centered happily in Christ. It 
means to carry the Gospel vividly and effectively 
to every person who has not been reached, so 
far as the faith and sacrificial support of the 
denomination allow, It must watch over all its 
projects, supply ministers and help furnish the 
necessary money, [t must keep house wisely with 
the means placed at its disposal by the churches, 
endeavoring to give every section of the Chureh 
a fair share of support in proportion to its mis- 
sionary undertakings. 

The work of the Board extends over a vast 
area. We are a nation-wide Church. Our mis- 
sions reach from the New England States to Los 
Angeles and Seattle, from Saskatchewan to the 
Gulf of Mexico and the tip of Texas. After once 
haying been led to distribute our forces so widely, 
we cannot avoid being concerned when Rosen- 
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a 


berg, Texas, begins to grow from a large village 
to a city of seven thousand, nor when New 
England industries plant many new cotton mills 
in the Carolinas. By the same token it becomes 
a serious problem for us, when seven years of 
drought impoverish the people of central Ne- 
braska so that members of our churches are 
compelled to go elsewhere. 


In order to better watch over so wide an ex- 
panse, the Board has requested each Synod of 
the denomination to elect a Committee on Na- 
tional Missions, with the duty to make itself 
responsible for the missionary work of the Synod 
and channel the service of the Board more ef- 
fectively into the Synod’s territory. 

The financial needs of the Board were care- 
fully calculated and submitted with similar requi- 
sitions of other Boards and agencies to the 
General Council at its January meeting. The 
Board of National Missions declared its mini- 
mum need to be $296,000.00, Knowing that special 
designations are given to this Board, the General 
Council voted a guaranteed advance totaling 
237,000.00 for 1941 to the General Fund and 
$2,500.00 to the completely empty Building Fund. 
The Woman's Missionary Society, the Women's 
Union, and the Girls’ Guild undertook to add a 
total of about $34,000.00 to this amount, leaving 
it to the Board to collect $25,000.00 in special 
gifts, In the new set-up of the denomination a 
systematic and general solicitation of gifts can- 
not be alowed, for such a practice would vitiate 
the plan of a unified budget. Nevertheless, the 
work which the denomination has assigned to 
this Board will require $25,000,00 more than is 
definitely assured. It simply remains to lay the 
work of the Board upon the hearts of the Church 
in season and out of season and hope and pray 
that many individuals and organizations will 
understand and contribute the rest of what is 
needed,

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WHAT IS MY SHARE? 


A fine spirit prevailed at the meeting of the 
congregation last Monday night which was 
called to consider and to adopt the budget. A 
heavy down-pour of rain lashed by a strong wind 
cut down the attendance considerably, but those 
who braved the weather manifested keen inter- 
est in the financial challenge of our church 
program. 


The sum of $150.00 was added to the depart- 
ment of religious education budget to provide 
for a student worker for the young people in 
the event that the Church Council decided to 
employ such a worker in the coming year, The 
total budget adopted by the congregation was 
$44,431.84. Of this amount $11,720.84 was desig- 
nated for benevolences. 


This represents a real challenge to our mem- 
bers to grow in the grace of Christian giving. 


An average of thirty-five cents per week per 
member will be required to meet this challenge 
in 1942, An average of nine cents per week is 
needed for our benevolence budget. It is obvious 
that those members who contribute ten cents a 
week or less are contributing practically nothing 
to the support of the current expenses of our 
own church, We appeal to all of our members 
to contribute at least the average of thirty-five 
cents per week if possible in order that our own 
church may not lack the funds to meet its obli- 
gations. Some cannot give the average, there- 
fore, others must do more, The scriptural law is 
found in I Cor, 16:2: “Let everyone of you lay 
by him in store (give) as God has prospered 
him.”

A NEW VENTURE IN MEDICAL WORK 
By H. G. Freund, M.D., Khariar, India 


On November 4, 1940, we began our new ven- 
ture in medical work at Khariar, It was not a 
day in any way particularly auspicious, We had 
consulted no astrological signs. Our repair work, 
alterations and building operations had not been 
nearly completed, but we had enough drugs and 
equipment to begin work, There was no cere- 
mony about it, We simply unlocked the door of 
the old dispensary building and began a work 
which we hope will have a significant and fruit- 
ful future, 


The above, however, is not quite correct. We 
did not begin our work until we had gathered 
our small staff of six Indian workers in the con- 
sultation room and observed a short prayer serv- 
ice, imploring God’s blessing on the new work. 


Significantly enough, our first case was already 
on the compound for some days before we 
opened our work. The patient was the wife of 
a catechist, who had come in for her delivery. 
Thus, our first job was to assist in the bringing 
forth of new life—truly a fit symbol of our work 
in its infancy, a work dedicated to the high call- 
ing of assisting in bringing forth a new life of 
health, hope, and happiness to those who come 
to our doors, 


For a long time Khariar has needed a more 
specialized form of medical service, It is true 
that there has been a dispensary in connection 
with the evangelistic work here, and with the 
help of a compounder, the missionary-in-charge 
has endeavored to relieve suffering wherever 
possible. Much fine work has been done. In 
Khariar itself, there is a government dispensary 
with an Indian doctor in charge, This place 
never pretended to be a hospital, and the work 
is confined largely to relief of acute symptoms 
and pain, The equipment is extremely meager ; 
no laboratory or diagnostic work is done and 
no operations are undertaken. More adequate 
medical treatment and operative work is defi- 
nitely needed, It is with a view to meeting the 
needs of these people so many, many miles from 


a railroad station, that our mission has opened 
work here along real hospital lines. 

The most distressing thing is the obvious and 
extreme poverty of the people. There is, of 
course, the occasional well-to-do patient and 
there are those who have a little money, but by 
far the great majority count their wealth in a 
few pices, A pice is a copper coin worth about 
one sixty~ fourth of a rupee and the rupee in 
turn in worth about ‘thirty cents. So a pice is 
worth less than one-half a penny, The price of 
medicine has increased very much, but the eco- 
nomic plight of these people continues to be 
desperate. I have never seen such general, des- 
perate poverty in any other portion of our mis- 
sion field, 

For this new work, therefore, we implore your 
carnest prayers, We commit ourselves into God's 
hands; he will lead the way,

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WE ARE IN A WINNING WORK* 
By John F. C. Green 

An editor of our town, awhile since, toured the 
West and specialized in visits to the churches 
and the missions of his faith, Upon his return 
he was fire and flame in his enthusiasm for his 
church, He had seen, he had worshipped, he had 
shared hopes and fears, joys and difficulties. 

All ever our land and the world believers are 
struggling to maintain their grasp on the invisi- 
ble, whence cometh our help. And “dear ties of 
mutual succor bind the children of our feeble 
race, and if our brethren were not kind, this 
world were but a dreary place.” In cathedrals, 
in homes, in schoolhouses, in abandoned stores, 
in beautiful little chapels and churches, faithful 
folk are meeting; in sacred—secret myriads are 
having private worship. 

The brotherhood of faith is a reality, though 
the strident clamor of War conceals man at 
prayer. God and man will remain when Mars 
has gone his devastating way, though the prob- 
lems of post-war will demand more genuine 
patriotism and faith in all that is noble and last- 
ing than does the exigency of war. 

The Church, as all society, is in transition: old 
forms are failing, new are taking shape. 

Said Dr, Adolf Keller, who has seen the Euro- 
pean churches in their days of fiery trial: “Chris- 
tianity is on the move, dynamic not static, heroic 
not comfortable, a church under the cross, not 
a church of success. ... A faithful congrega- 
tion is invulnerable, while... . organizations, 
councils . .. can be hit by oppression or perse- 
cution,” 

Does that not throw new light upon the atti- 
tude of the American Church in its relation to 
the foreign churches that suffer persecutions? 
Ought not our Church to make self-examination 
whether it, when its certain time comes, will be 
able to withstand outward opposition; whether 
it is spirituallly founded? 

Yet, conscious of our own shortcomings, sadly 
aware of the inadequacy of our service, sensing 
the feebleness of our faith, we go on knowing 
that there is nothing so universal, so profoundly 
sure, so helpful as the Church of God.

OUR CITIZENSHIP IS IN HEAVEN 
Phil. 3:20 


Memorial Sermon by Pastor Schroeder 


On this annual Memorial Sunday our hearts 
turn naturally to the contemplation of the des- 
tiny of the human soul. We face again the old 
doubts and the old misgivings. [If a man die 
shall he live again? Is man just a part of this 
material universe, a thinking, tool-making, prob- 
lem-solving animal: or is man a child of God, 
made in His image and endowed with His spirit? 
Is man just a biological phenomenon, a collection 
of atoms that after a brief span returns again 
to nothingness, or is man something more that 
survives the ancient incantation of “earth to 


earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust”? 


It is our Christian affirmation that man is 
more than matter, that every human being, how- 
ever humble, is something infinitely more than 
the highest ape or the most efficient robot. We 
may never be able to prove it, the most learned 
arguments of science may appear to be against 
us, but deep down in our hearts we feel it, some- 
thing in us makes us believe it, or we would not 
be here today. 


The Scriptures from Genesis to Revelation as- 
sume this fundamental hypothesis. Man is more 
than a beast, man is made in the image of God. 
Man is born for something better and nobler 
than this world has to offer. Man’s destiny and 
ultimate goal is not the earth but heaven, not the 
narrow grave but the many mansions in the 
Father's House. A Christian according to St. 
Paul has a twofold citizenship. He is a citizen of 
his country, but this earthly citizenship is transi- 
tory. The final, the ultimate, the enduring citizen- 
ship of the Christian is in heaven. That is his 
comfort, his goal, and his glory. 


Our citizenship is in heaven, That means for 
us as we read again these names of our departed, 
that our loved ones live. Death has not destroyed 
them. They live in joy and felicity. This day is 
not only a day of grief and sorrow, a day of 
loneliness and mournful memories. But this day 
is also a day of victory, It is not wishful think- 
ing, but triumphant certainty in which we take 
up the challenge of the apostle: “O death where 
is thy sting, O grave where is thy victory? 
Thanks be to God who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ,” 

Our citizenship is in heaven, We should re- 
joice in our tears. Our loved ones have gone 
where the wicked cease from troubling. Having 
fought the good fight they have finished the 
course and have received the crown, Pain and 
suffering can no longer touch them, sickness and 
decay can no longer waste their strength and 
mar their beauty. God himself shall wipe away 
every tear from their eye and sorrow and sighing 
shall flee away. 


Because our citizenship is in heaven we shall 
meet again. “Let not your heart be troubled’— 
said Jesus to his disciples in the shadow of the 
cross—“In my Father's House are many man- 
sions. | go to prepare a place for you. And if | 
go and prepare a place for you I will come again 
and receive you unto myself that where I am 
ve may be also.” 

“Oh faith can be patient, whatever the time 
To wait in the shadow and pain 

While nearer is coming the glory divine 

To bring you together again.” 


Our citizenship is in heaven. This is also our 
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glory! It is the unique contribution of our 
Christian religion to exalt man and to proclaim 
the supreme worth of the human soul. It is the 
supreme indictment of dictatorship that it holds 
the human masses in contempt. Let us thank 
God today that we live in a country where the 
welfare of the individual and the unalienable 
rights of the individual are still respected by the 
community and the state. Let us thank God that 
the conscientious objector may refuse military 
service in this country for conscience sake and 
know that he will not be shot at sunrise for 
standing by his convictions. Across the ages we 
hear the voice of Jesus, “How much is man 
more than a sheep?” “Ye are of more value than 
many sparrows.” “You are precious in the sight 
of God because you are born to be a citizen of 
heaven, 


It is the supreme tragedy of human life that 
so many neglect their heavenly citizenship and 
sell their heavenly birthright for a mess of pot- 
tage, During my school days I was obliged to 
read an American classic entitled, “The Man 
Without a Country.” A certain officer in the 
American Army who had become bitter about 
his fancied injustice at the hands of his govern- 
ment, angrily exclaimed, “I never want to hear 
the name of the United States of America 
again.” He was tried by a court martial and 
sentenced to spend the rest of his life at sea 
without ever hearing or reading any reference 
to his native land, He lived the rest of his life a 
lonely broken-hearted man and his dying request 
was that he might kiss the stars and stripes 
before he died. What a tragic fate for any man 
to live and die without an earthly citizenship, 
without the right to say, “This is my flag, this is 
my country!” But even more tragic is the fate 
of those who forget their heavenly citizenship, 


Citizens of heaven, walk worthily of the high 
calling to which you are called. You belong to a 
great company, You serve a great King, who 
came not to be ministered unto but to minister 
and to lay down his life for his fellowmen, You 
have a great task to bring the eospel of human 
brotherhood down to earth and make it real in 
the hearts of man. Yours shall be a great reward. 
You shall hear your Saviour's voice; “Come ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the Kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation of the world.”

WOMEN’S GUILD ORGANIZES 


On the evening of December 4 a large group 
of women met in the Salem Church parlor to 
organize the Women's Guild of Salem Church, 
one in spirit with all women of the Evangelical 
and Reformed churches in the country who met 
on that same day in their respective churches for 
the same purpose. Included in the group were 
members of the Sister Society, the Missionary 
Society, the Kingdom Mission Circle, and the 
congregation at large. 

Pastor Schroeder presided at the meeting, A 
devotional program, suggested by the national 
Women’s Guild and used at all these organiza- 
tion meetings, was presented by various women 
of the three groups at Salem, The presidents of 
the three groups presented the three challenges 
of the purpose of the Women's Guild—the crea- 
tion of Christian fellowship among all the women 
of the church, the development of an under- 
standing of the work of the church, and the 
promotion of servicee—and pledged the loyalty 
and cooperation of their respective groups to 
these challenges. 

In the business meeting that followed Pastor 
Schroeder explained Plans A and B for the 
organization of the Guild. Plan A suggests that 
all women of the church be organized in one 
group and Plan B that the existing women’s 
organizations of the church be federated. The 
study committee felt that the Plan B would be 
best for Salem and suggested an executive board 
of ten to accomplish this federation—the board 


to consist of the president, treasurers, and one 
other member of each of the three groups, and 
one member from the congregation at large. 
After some discussion a motion was made and 
passed that Plan B be adopted. 


The study committee had appointed a nomi- 
nating committee consisting of Mrs. Stein ( Mis- 
sion Society), Mrs. Snyder (Sister Society), and 
Mrs, Flemming (Kingdom Circle). After a mo- 
tion to hear the report of the nominating cotm- 
mittee, Mrs, Stein presented the following slate: 

Sister Society—Mrs. James Ackroyd 

Kingdom Circle—Mrs, Fred Mayer 

Mission Society—Mrs. Herman Stoick 

Church at large—Miss Clara Albrecht 

A motion was passed that the secretary cast 
one ballot for these nominees. 

These newly elected members and the presi- 
dents and treaurers of the three organizations 
(Mrs, G, Hafner and Mrs. F. Nowack of the 
Sister Society; Mrs, O, Meyer and Mrs, H, Salle 
of the Mission Society; and Miss G. Kalmbach 
and Miss F. Wolfsperger of the Kingdom Circle) 
were then presented and installed as the Execu- 
tive Board of the Salem Women's Guild, 

A show of hands proved everyone in favor of 
meeting twice a year. The Executive Board will 
determine the date of the next meeting and will 
appoint members of the constitution committee. 

It was explained that the Women's Guild is 
not another organization but a federation of 
existing organizations. All women through their 
membership in the church are automatically 
members of the Women's Guild, (There are 
active and inactive memberships), There are no 
dues. There will be free will offerings and a 
definite challenge or apportionment to be met 
by each Guild to make up the $77,000 budget of 
the National Women’s Guild.

THE PRACTICE OF MEDICINE AMONG 
BEGGARS 


There are four classes of people who come to 
the mission hospital for help: the rich, the mid- 
dle class, the poor and the beggar. In general, 
the greatest number of patients are drawn from 
the poor, These generally can pay just a little 
and usually make their own food arrangements. 
The greatest problem of all is the beggar. 


When a hospital becomes besieged daily by 
ever-increasing number of beggars, it becomes a 
real problem, Such is the case in our work in 
Khariar, Today fully thirty percent of the in- 
patients are beggars, have never seen such 
abject poverty as it displays itself daily at the 
hospital. Malnutrition is common in India, but 
when patients totter in—gaunt figures with skin 
tightly stretched over bony frames, with large 
feverish eyes, | know this is starvation, Many 
of these are not “temporarily in distress,” but 
have become acustomed to a life of beggary. 


Among the beggars are those who will not 
work and may be classed as professional beggars. 
There are those who have suffered chronic ail- 
ments over a long period. There are the un- 
fortuate mothers whose husbands have died or 
deserted them, who trail in with pitiful-looking 
children clinging to their ragged saris. These 
are not the poor we are writing about, but the 
starving—those whose hope has touched bottom. 


Why do they come to the hospital? Mainly 
to get food; secondarily to get treatment. Many 
are tearful, throw themselves flat on the floor, 
and pour out a tale of abject want, No investiga- 
tion of the truth of their story is needed; one 
glance at their filthy rags, tangled lice-infected 
hair, and extreme bodily emaciation is enough. 
Some beggars, IT am sure, must look almost 
exactly like poor Lazarus of the Bible, who sat 
covered with sores at the gate of the rich man, 


Early we learned that because of the high 
proportion of begvars we must adopt some policy 
in their treatment, They have no home and are 
willing to stay for years in complete content- 
ment, as long as we provide a place to stay and 
food for them, 

One man had been with us for a month, His 
ulcers were healed up and he had passed from 
the stage of starvation to that of mere under- 
nutrition, but he was quite able to work again. 
We were worried about him because he had 
tottered in leaving his wife and child in the 
village. We felt that now was the time for him 
to consider going back to support his family, but 
he did not have the slightest concern for them, 
He declared he was determined to stay with us 
for twenty years, We at once told him that this 
was impossible; that he would have to go away 
in a few days at the most, His only reply was 
that if he could not stay he would hang himself. 


I am sure very few people would be much wor- 
ried about such an outbrust. We thought little 
about it, The next afternoon a nurse found him 
handing from a rafter by a piece of rope he had 
taken from his bed. He was quickly cut down 
and given artificial respiration and stimulants, 
After an hour of hard work on the part of the 
nurses, he fluttered back to consciousness, none 
the worse for his attempted suicide. We reported 
to the police. Free meals with us stopped 
abruptly, He is now having his meals in Jail. 

Then there was the case of the woman who 
came with three small children and a babe in 
arms, They were all in a pitiful condition. 
Treatment and food were beneficial. The mother 
was able to work in the fields near her village 
for her food and since the children were again 
in reasonably good condition, we suggested that 
she leave for a while. We assured her that we 
were always ready to help if any of her children 
fell ill, She left with great reluetance, and then 
only when we stopped her food supply. In three 
days she was back. One child had a sore eye. 
Again we fed the entire family and again she 
stayed longer than was necessary. She was able 
and did cut grass about the hospital compound, 
but she did not see how she could weed the rice 
fields near her village. When we insisted she 
leit, only to return almost immediately with her 
family. One child had the itch, We suspected 
that cach child by turn was instructed to develop 
some sort of ailment so that they could all re- 
turn, Anyway, said she, “We have no place to 
stay.” In the end we had a small bamboo and 
mud hut built for her in her village and told her 
sli¢ must now stay in her village; we would feed 
her no longer. 

We now follow this policy: First, the profes- 
sional beggar who simply comes for a hand-out 
we turn away in spite of his great lamentations; 
second, for those who need treatment but are 
able-bodied enough to do a little light work, 
treament is free, but for their food they are re- 
quired to do light work such as weeding and 
other clean-up work, Some do not stay longer 
than a day on this basis, Third, there are the poor 
wretches who are sick and unable to work. 
These we take eare of fully but when they are 
able, they too are required to join the workers 
and earn their food, And so gradually they too 
get out of the hospital. 


[f there is some important work to do and we 
find a beggar patient who is able and willing to 
put in a fair day’s work, we prefer to pay him. 
He at once gives it back to us as purchase price 
for rice, If he is able to save a tiny bit of 
money earned by the labor of his hands, it is a 
victory for him. 

Rehabilitation of the beggar is a great and 
often thankless job, The easy way is to simply 
hand out charity until the beggars are reason- 
ably on their feet and then to send them on 
their way. The difficult way is to help them to 
help themselves, We hope we shall become un- 
popular as a “Sick Beggar's Paradise,” but for 
those who pass through our Khariar Hospital 
we hope that they will hold up their heads a bit 
higher and feel themselves a bit more the chil- 
dren of God than when they entered.

CIVILIAN PUBLIC SERVICE CAMPS 


Civilian Public Service camps have been estab- 
lished in the United States to provide construc- 
tive service for conscientious religious objectors 
to war, who under the Selective Service Act, are 
assigned to “work of national importance under 
civihan direction,” This is an entirly new way 
of treating conscientious objectors, for in World 
War 1 the C. O. was conscripted into non-com- 
batant duty under military direction. Now, with 
complete governmental approval, these camps 
have been set up for those who, in faithful re- 
sponse to conscience and through the teaching 
and preaching of the church, find it impossible 
to perform any type of service in war, either 
combatant or non-combatant, 

The spring of 1940 marked the beginning of 
the Civilian Public Service program. In some 
instances former Civilian Conservation Camps 


were leased by the government to the three his- 
toric churches — the American Friends, the 
Church of the Brethren, and the Monnonites. 
In other cases summer work camps of these 
churches were renovated for year-around use. 
The program at these camps has four aspects— 
constructive work projects, religious training, 
an educational program, and an experiment in 
democratic cooperative living, 

The work projects offer the religious objector 
a real opportunity to rende rimportant and con- 
structive service to the country and to the so- 
ciety of which he is a part, He renders this 
service without pay. The work at Royalston, 
Massachusetts consisted of digging waterholes 
for forest protection; later in the summer water 
from these holes helped to quench fires which 
threatened farms and villages in the area, In 
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the Brethren camp at Kane, Pennsylvania, the 
men are building roads in preparation to clearing 
the land for a state park and recreation area, 
The camp at Cooperstown, New York, is carry- 
ing on reforestation and soil conservation work 
in that farm community, ; 

Religious training plays an important part in 
the day's activities at camp. Each morning the 
members of the camps, coming from diverse 
religious backgrounds, meet toge ether voluntarily 
in silent worship, thereby gaining spiritual re- 
freshment for the day’s work, On Sundays the 
men worship in community churches near the 
camps; some teach Sunday school classes ; others 
sing in the church choirs. 

The educational program is carried on by the 
men themselves each night after dinner, Those 
who have college training teach others in their 
special field of knowledge ; the resultant list of 
courses is not dissimilar from a small college 
curriculum, 

But above the educational, religious, and worl: 
aspects of the Civilian Public Service program 
is the total experience—the experiment in demo- 
cratic cooperative living, The men represent 
practically all religious sects in the country and 
come from all walks of life—laborers, farmers, 
skilled craftsmen, artists, doctors, and college 
students, Most of the men are not content to 
be regarded merely as objectors to war; they are 
seeking to demonstrate that man can live peace- 
ably with his fellow men. Through personal 
sacrifice and joyous living they look across na- 
tional and social barriers to programs of con- 
structive rebuilding in the devastated areas of 
the world, 

How are these mén supported? Insofar as 
possible, each camper must provide $35 per 
month for his board and room; le may pay this 
himself or secure such financial support from 
family, friends, or church. The Brethren and the 
Mennonites have pledged the support of all their 
C. O's by allocating financial responsibility 
among all church members, The Friends have 
pledged to support not only their objectors, but 
also those of all other religious groups. At 
present, of the 1,854 men in 21 camps, 75% are 
members of denominations outside the three 
historic peace churches, 

About half of the non-Friends in Friends 
camps are being supported in whole or in part 
by the Friends, Some of the denominations have 
come to the financial assistance of the Friends 
by paying for the support of their members in

The General Con- 
ference of the Evangelical-Reformed Church 
has adopted the policy of extending the fellow- 
ship of the church both to men in the armed 
forces and to those who because of conscience 
can take no part in war, In aceord with this 
statement of policy, the Commission on Chris- 
tian Social Action of the denomination appeals 
real and vital by contributing to the support of 
to all men of good-will to make this fellowship 
Evangelical- Reformed religious objectors, cre- 
ative pioneers in peace-making.

The Lenten Church School Attendance Cam- 
paign was held the six Lenten Sundays and 
Easter, with each department cooperating in 
setting its goal. Though the school did not reach 
its goal, there were high points of achievement 
in attendance, These departments reached their 
goal for the season: Nursery, Primary, Junior 
High, Senior, Nika, Ruth and Kaelber Classes.

Boys’ and Girls’ Work 

A new Salem Athletic Association was organ- 
ized. Managers and coaches under the Boys’ 
Work Committee, put championship teams on 
the field in both basketball and baseball. 

The Girls’ Work Committee is functioning 
with an outline of activities for the new year. 

The Junior High League meets on the 2nd 
and 4th Sundays of the month and a newly re- 
organized youth group, the Senior Fellowship, 
meets on the Ist and 3rd Sunday evenings. 

Salem was again host to the Federation Train- 
ing School for Christian Service. Fifteen Salem 
Church School teachers and leaders were en- 
rolled, the largest group registered from any 
church of the city. 

By action of the Church Council, the service 
of the assistant pastor is being granted to the 
teaching of a class in the new project of High 
School Week-Day Religious Education, He is at 
present teaching a class enlisted from Benjamin 
Franklin and Edison Tech High School. 


Drama 

The drama activities of the year were: Coop- 
eration with the presentation of “Claudia,” by 
the Heidelberg players, Children’s Day pageant,, 
“In Praise of Jesus,” the Old Fashioned Christ- 
mas program, one-act Christmas play by the 
Young People's Department; and presentation 
of a three-act comedy-drama, “The Haunted 
High School.” 

A public address system has been made the 
property of Salem through the contributions of

Our Organizations 

The Board of Trustees, has voted to omit the 
printing of mimeographed reports of our organi- 
zations in order to conserve paper in conformity 
with the requirements of national defense.

A new development in our organization set-up 


is the inauguration of the Salem Women’s Guild, 
at the suggestion of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church, Under this plan, our three so- 
cieties, the Sister Society, the Missionary So- 
ciety and the Kingdom Circle, are federated in 
an all inclusive group designed to reach all of 
the women of the church. The Guild is governed 
by an executive board, consisting of representa- 
tives from the three societies and from the con- 
gregation-at-large. 

Our organizations have functioned faithfully 
in the past year by providing opportunities for 
fellowship and service to hundreds of members. 

The Board of Trustees have recommended 
that the meetings of our various groups be con- 
centrated on certain days of the week to con- 
serve fuel and light in the interest of national 
defense. 

Our congregation is deeply indebted to our 
workers in our yarious organizations for their 
services during the past year. 


The Church Office 

We have already alluded to Mr. Schaeffer's 
change of status in the office, The following 
changes in our staff should also be made a 
matter of record,

Miss Alice Jerger has been secured by the Trus- 
tees to fill the vacancy and she entered upon her 
new duties on January 5th. 

The Board of Trustees has introduced a new 
system of keeping the financial records of the 
church, We ask your cooperation during the 
year and invite your comments. Other churches 
that have used the plan for years, are enthusi- 
astic about the results, 


. Recommendations 
In looking ahead at 1942 and beyond, we re- 
member that all our plans will be colored and 
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circumscribed by the all-out effort to win the 
war and to bring this terrible conflict to an end 
as soon as possible. Long range objectives, there- 
fore, must be side-tracked for the “duration”. 
On the other hand, the church must redouble 
her efforts to strengthen the morale of our peo- 
ple by deepening the spiritual life of our congre- 
gation. To this end your church council recom- 
mends : 


1—Special emphasis should be laid in 1942 on 
church attendance, daily Bible reading and 
prayer and participation in our services of holy 
communion by every communicant member of 
our congregation. 


Our church has been hampered for many years 
by a burdensome debt, It is true that we have 
assets in real estate that can be applied against 
that debt on our balance sheet, but the fact re- 
mains that this real estate hardly carries its own 
load of taxes and interest by the revenue derived 
in rent. Nor can the property be sold at the 
present without sustaining a real loss. There- 
fore, the Board of Trustees, supported by the 
Church Council, believes we should begin to 
make a real effort to liquidate our debt. Plans 
were under way to put on a special debt liquida- 
tion campaign in 1942, provided the congregation 
approved the project, but the sudden plunge of 
our nation into the vortex of the World War, 
compelled the Board to drop the plan for the 
present, However, we feel that in a quiet and 
steady effort we can reduce our debt during this 
year by voluntary contributions by our entire 
membership. Therefore, the Council further rec- 
ommends ; 


2—All members shall be urged to make a vol- 
untary contribution during this year to the Debt 
Liquidation Fund, by means of the special en- 
velope included in all envelope sets as provided 
by action of the annual meeting in 1941, We be- 
lieve the sum of $5,000.00 should be accepted as 
our goal for these individual contributions, Fur- 
theremore each organization shall be urged to 
accept a definite sum as its part in this debt 
liquidation effort during 1942. 


In 1943 our church will reach her 70th mile- 
stone, This event should be celebrated with ap- 
propriate festivities and impressive services. 


Therefore, the Church Council further recom- 
mends ; 


3—The president of the church shall be em- 
powered in consultation with the pastor to ap- 
point the necessary committees to plan for the 
70th anniversary observance and to report these 
plans to the next annual meeting. 


The Pastoral Ministry 


It has been a real privilege for your pastors to 
share the pastoral work of the congregation. The 
members of our congregation have assisted us 
immeasurably by their general willingness to 
accept the services of either pastor without spe- 
cial preference. Together we have shared the 
worship services and the counseling of our ac- 
tivity groups and the pastoral visitation, We 
have made 1,652 pastoral calls to the sick and 
shut-ins and haye given holy communion to 67 
members in houses and hospitals. 


In Conclusion 


The success of our labors depends not only in 
the first place upon the grace of God, who deigns 
to use us in His service, but also in a very large 
measure to the cooperation of the entire mem- 
bership, In so far as this cooperation has been 
given, our work has made progress. In so far as 
this cooperation has been withheld, our labors 
have been hampered, It is our fervent hope and 
prayer that the new year will bring increasing 
solidarity to the rank and file of our large Salem 
family. 

To all who have labored unselfishly in this 
church during the past year, we express our 
heartfelt gratitude, Your forbearance with our 
shortcomings has lightened the load for your 
pastors in their difheult task. To Mr,. Charles 
Then, our retiring president, we are especially 
indebted for his valuable services. No better 
man could have been found to assume the lead- 
ership of our church during the past year, His 
patience, poise, good judgment and unselfish 
devotion to his task, have crowned his labors 
with the blessings of Almighty God. It is with 
deep regret that we see him relinquish his office 
in conformity to the principle of rotation, which 
he has consistently espoused and we hope that 
after a year of well deserved vacation, he may 
again be called by this congregation to service 
on the Church Council, 


To all other members of the Church Council, 
our Board of Deaconesses and the officers of the 
various organizations, we offer our heartfelt 
thanks. May they find their greatest reward in 
the Master’s word, "Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant.” 


Let us face the future in the steadfast assur- 
ance that faith is the victory that overcometh 
the world, Whatever may be our experience in 
the days ahead, whatever may befall us in the 
way of suffering and sacrifice, we shall hold fast 
to the triumphant affirmation of the Eternal 
Word—‘The Lord of Hosts is with us, the God 
of Jacob is our refuge.”

THE FIRST NATIONAL CONVENTION 
OF THE WOMEN’S GUILD 


The first general meeting of the Women's 
Guild of the Evangelical and Reformed Church 
was held in the Brown Hotel, Louisville, Ky., 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, November 
5-7, 1941. Each delegate was given a token of 
welcome in the form of a small “mammy” doll 
and a luscious red apple. Every floor in the 
hotel had two southern ladies seated at a table 
laden with these attractive souvenirs, It de- 
lighted everyone of us and surely made us feel 
welcome, 

To me it was a wonderful experience to be 
one of over a thousand enthusiastic women from 
every part of the United States who raised their 
voices in singing the opening hymn “Ye Servants 
of God, Your Master Proclaim, And Publish 
Abroad His Wonderful Name.” The large crystal 
ball room in the Brown Hotel seemed to vibrate. 
Directly in front of us was a large banner of pale 
blue satin with gold lettering: “Strive Together,” 
“Stand Fast,” the Convention theme,—"Thy Will 
be Done,” and the emblem of the Women’s 
Guild, 

Miss Margaret T. Applegarth of New York 
City, author and lecturer, began a series of devo- 
tions on the convention theme "Thy Will Be 
Done—My Will” with the thought that the will 
of God for us is that we should be full of joy. 
\We should be creatures of such surpassing radi- 
ance that out of our lives something will go, The 
trouble with grown-ups is that they are too set 
in their ways, they don’t like change. When ad- 
dressing them she notes they have finished faces, 
serious faces, faces that lack joy, but when 
speaking to young people their faces light up at 
new ideas, They are enthusiastic and show it. 
Each one of us possesses joy, It is God given, 
but we seal it in much as a cork seals in the 
fragrance of a perfume bottle. Success, failure, 
comfort, jealousy, temper, prejudice and con- 
formity are corks so to speak that seal in the 
lovely fragrance of joy. God's will for us is that 
right where we are we should create joy. 

The entire audience stood to recognize Dr. 
L, W. Goebel, President of the church, who 
spoke on the subject, “As Servants of God,” He 
called upon every woman to dedicate herself to 
the undergirding of the entire program of the 
church of which she is a part. 


Mrs. Hugo Schuessler, Vice-President of the 
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Women's Guild, introduced Mrs. Hildegarde 
Leich as the next speaker who urged the women 
to do the will of God through the work of the 
Women’s Guild. There are four essentials for 
the success of the Women’s Guild, (1) vision, 
(2) unity, (3) activity and (4) loyalty among our 
women. 


The proposed constitution of the Women’s 
Guild was read at the afternoon session and after 
lengthy discussion was amended and = unani- 
mously adopted as amended, 


Dr. Casselman, Executive Secretary of the 
oBard of International Missions, brought greet- 
ings stating that the reason for the interest in 
missions is because the women of the churcl 
are interested. Every woman knows the oppor- 
tunities she possesses are the result of Chris- 
tianity. No where else on earth would such a 
gathering be possible. The women of the church 
are the mothers of the church and therefore they 
are interested in the children of the world, espe- 
cially girls who are so miserably treated in un- 
Christian countries, The first girls’ school in the 
Province of Hunan, China, was founded by the 
women of our church, The women missionaries 
in the war torn countries come home broken, al- 
most a wreck, after five years service with evi- 
dences of terror and suffering written on their 
faces and yet they are willing to go back, It ts 
for us, the women of the church, to give them 
our loyal support and remember them in our 
prayers, 


Dr. F. A. Goetsch, Executive Secretary of the 
Board of International Missions, complimented 
our church women on the “power stations” they 
have established in India, Honduras and Africa 
and quoting from the secretary’s minutes, “in- 
vited the women to associate themselves in the 
tasks and problems of the Board of Internationa! 
Missions in our church.” Medical work has been 
established in Honduras and the Board has re- 
ceived a $1,000 gift for a hospital but so far they 
have no woman to take over. 


Miss Mildred Buehler, children’s worker of 
the Board of Christian Education and Publica- 
tions, reported 41,000,000 children in our country 
up to 17 years of age receive no religious instruc- 
tion of any kind. 


Wednesday evening, Dr. W. E. Lampe, secre- 
tary of the church, encouraged us to attend the 
meetings of the General Synod stating women 
can hold any office in the General Synod, can 
even be president. 


Dr. J. J. Braun, for the Board of National 
Missions, brought greetings and emphasized that 
the educational activities of women have gone 
before every project, Sixty-four million people 
in the United States are not touched in any way 
by the church. 


Dr. McLean of the Board of Pensions and 
Relief complimented us on this momentous day 
in the history of our church and pledged full 
support of the Board. He presented the need of 
Pensions and Relief saying that at the present 
time the Pension Fund has an income of $200,000 
a year to be distributed among 1,000 ministers, 


wives of ministers and their children, They re- 
ceive about $200.00 a year, each which is insuf- 
ficient. He said he was glad we want to get every 
girl and woman of our church to give more time 
and talents for building our church, 


Dr. David D. Baker stressed the importance of 
the War Emergency Relief Commission. The 
total received to date for war emergency is 
$87,100.92 and this has been invested in the relief 
of Chinese and European refugees, missions in 
distress, Protestant churches in Europe and 
prisoners of war, 


At 6:30 o'clock Thursday morning 891 women 
participated in an inspiring candlelight commun- 
ion service at St, John’s Church, Members of 
the Girls’ Guild served as ushers. It was indeed 
very impressive to have the whole congregation 
kneel for the prayer of confession, The com- 
munion elements were served by the ministers of 
the E. and R, churches of Louisville and vicinity.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1941 


Anna D. Bechtold, Missionary in Honduras 
Educational Work 


From my annual report to the Minister of 
Education in Honduras [ cull the following 
statistics: 

Enrollment—First Year 8 girls, Second Year 
—l2 girls. Total—20 girls. 

Our Normal School reopened in June for its 
third year in the same location (Bethel), In- 
stead of only seven girls in the dormitory, we 
have twelve this year with every available space 
taken, The same arrangement as last year exists, 
—the Normal School girls take their meals in 
Bethany with the Primary girls. A great share 
of my time outside of actual teaching hours has 
been taken up with the needs of these girls, but 
it has been a pleasure. Naturally with twelve 
girls to mother, many problems arise and one 
must be equal to them. On the whole, however, 
they have beet! a happy, contented lot doing 
with a will the daily domestic tasks assigned to 
them as well as the school work. Half of them, 
at least, have earned part of their expenses by 
doing outside work as the cleaning, washing and 
ironing of the missionary. She, in turn, has seen 
to the purchase of their clothes, has cared for 
them when sick and has tried to create a home 
atmosphere. Our only full-time teacher has 
lived with them in the dormitory and directed 
their regular daily life. 

Naturally, with a third year added, there was 
the necessity of finding additional teachers, In 
the past year we have employed 14 instructors. 
With the system prevailing here, one engages a 
teacher for a subject, possibly two or three, and 
pays him or her according to the number of 
hours. actually taught. Salaries paid range from 
$5 for one class a week to $30 for 13 classes a 
week, (The salary referred to is monthly.) The 
system is quite economical, at the same time 
affording a larger staff of teachers with greater 
variety of talents. For instance, a busy phy- 
sician teaches Anatomy from seven to eight, 
three times a week, before entering upon his 
professional duties; a lawyer, who studied in 
France, teaches French the same number of 
hours a week, choosing an hour when he is less 
likely to have clients; a dressmaker gives classes 
in sewing; an accountant in a public office 
teaches bookkeeping before office hours in the 
afternoon; a former druggist teaches Botany 
and Zoology. It also allows them to teach simi- 
lar subjects in other schools, if they so desire. 


Our full-time teacher, besides her work with the 
virls in the dormitory, teaches during class hours 
and does the secretarial work of the office. 

The enrollment for 1941-1942 is as follows: 
First year 7 girls, second year 6 girls, third year 
13 girls, 

Many of our girls, especially of Christian 
homes, are poor and must receive some financial 
help. One third year girl from Yoro is supported 
thru special gifts; two members of our Pinalejo 
congregation receive scholarships, and several of 
eur first year girls receive partial scholarships 
(not including board and room), The regular 
monthly tuition is $4 in the first and second 
vears, $5 in the third. Examination fees are 
additional at the rate of fifty cents an examina- 
tion. With 12 examinations it is quite an added 
expense, 

This year we tried to stress the literary-cul- 
tural side by encouraging a bi-weekly program 
planned and executed by the girls themselves. 
They show great talent in singing and reciting. 
These programs give them opportunity to over- 
come embarrassment and to cultivate poise. For 
the dedicatory services of the “Paul Menzel” 
auditorium, one of the third year girls composed 
a school song which was then adapted to “Melody 
in F" and sung by the school for that occasion, 

Besides the regular subjects required by the 
government—l2 in each year’s curriculum—we 
require the study of the Bible,—four times a 
week in the first two years and three times a 
week in the third year. [In the whole-school class 
we are studying major themes of the Bible. 

We were pleased to add to our equipment dur- 
ing the year as gifts from the home churches a 
splendid microscope and projectors, both balop- 
ticon and motion picture, For the auditorium 
we were able to buy curtains for the stage and 
almost 200 folding chairs with gifts received thru 
several years. This equipment we of course hold 
in common with the primary school. 

Evangelistic and Sunday School Work 

I have kept up my work as teacher of the 
older ‘teen-age class of girls in the San Pedro 
Sunday School and made five or six trips to Tela 
to teach the Ladies 'Bible Class among the 
Americans, Further than that I have done little 
if one does not take into consideration the in- 
numerable committee meetings as member of 
the building committee and the secretarial work 
which is my lot. I trust that even these appar- 
ently insignificant things may redound to the 
honor and glory of my Lord whose I am and 
Whom I serve.

A BEAUTIFUL LEGEND 


There is a legend, that at the time of the 
Crucifixion the dogwood had the size of the oak 
and other forest trees.

To be used thus for such a cruel purpose 
greatly distressed the tree, and Jesus, nailed upon 
it, sensed this, and in His gentle pity for all 
sorrow and suffering, said to it: 

“Because of your regret and pity for My suf- 
fering, never again shall the dogwood tree grow 


large enough to be used as a cross. Henceforth 
it shall be slender and bent and twisted and its 
blossoms shall be in the form of a cross—two 
long and two short petals. And in the center of 
the outer edge of each petal there will be nail 
prints, brown with rust and stained with red, 
and in the center of the flower will be a crown 
as of thorns, and all who see it will remember.”

FAIR. ENOUGH ? 
(An Editorial) 


When the dpression started, Chicago had 250 
banks and 1,600 churches; today it has 50 banks 
and 1,600 churches. A few congregations folded 
up, but as many new ones started. 


Strange, isn’t it? Banks, with Gibraltar 
strength, collapsed like cornstalks before the 
blasts of a hot summer wind, while churches, 
poor and often on the bring of bankruptcy, came 
through broke but triumphant, 


This explains it: Institutions built for profit 
find their foundations swept away when profit 
disappears, But the Church, founded on sacri- 
fice, hinds its base to be of imperishable granite 
when the storm of adversity strikes. Truly, as 
was said centuries ago, “the blood of the mar- 
tyrs is the seed of the Church.’ Sacrifice is the 
heart of the Church, the same as it is of human 
progress, Every stey upward has been marked 
by the suffering, the devotion, the toil without 
thought of reward by someone thinking of 
others, 


The great Founder of the Church said, “I am 


among you as he that serveth.” Likewise is the 
Church, Whether we are members or not, 
whether we attend its worship or not, we know 
it is among us to help -us in need, to strengthen 
us in adversity, to comfort us in sorrow, to en- 
courage us for the struggle ahead. Few there 
are, however careless they may be, who do not 
believe essentially what the Church stands for 
or who would care to live outside its range. 

Yet do we really appreciate it? A few do, 
They are “the faithful"—the 10 per cent who 
carry 90 per cent of the load. The rest of us 
take it for granted. Oh, yes, we approve of the 
Church, we believe in God and try to do right. 
But is that enough? Isn't there something more 
we can do? 

Here's a suggestion: Good Friday in most 
Christian countries is a holy day. We, in America, 
commercialize it, It is a day for sacrifice, com- 
memorating the greatest sacrifice of history— 
Christ’s death on the Cross. What would be 
more fitting than for us to GIVE OUR GOOD 
FRIDAY INCOME TO THE CHURCH? If 
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the 63,000,000 church members did that, it would 
mean $100,000,000 for the Kingdom of God, In 
Chicago it would mean $3,000,000, One day’s pay 
as a token of gratitude, over and above other 
gifts, to the Church that has given us America, 
our democracy, our faith and our freedom— 
that’s fair enough, isn’t it? 

[It would increase the yearly income of the 
average church 25 per cent; it would help pay 
debts, improve property, widen the margin for 
community service, relieve the worries of trus- 
tees concerning deficits, add millions to mission- 
ary enterprises in desperate need. A new epoch 
would be at hand if such a sacrificial offering 
became a tradition in the Christian Church. 

Let's give our Good Friday income to the 
Church, I will—will you?

Hello Folks. 


How are you all up there in the good old 
U, S. A.? 

| am down here at France Field, Panama in 
the tropics. You can imagine what the tempera-~ 
ture is down here, | can't mention anything 
about jt because it is censored. 


I like it fine. It is much better than Keesler. 
Someone had the measles on the boat so we are 
quarantined for 21 days. The field is nice. They 
have a gym, basketball court, tennis court, hand- 
ball volley ball, They have a theater and a good 
orchestra. We have spring beds, clean barracks 
and good food—all we want. I enjoyed the boat 
trip over, saw many new sights such as flying 
fish, porpoises and at night phosphorus lights 
up in the water like hot coals. The water was a 
pretty color blue, Most of the fellows had a good 
chance to look at it because they were sea sick 
although T wasn't. 

Down here are palm and cocoanut trees and 
many tropical flowers and ferns, You would 
like it, mom, The field is near a jungle, real 
jungle which is very dangerous and impossible 
to go through. 

The autos drive on the opposite side of the 
street like in London, 

1 met a fellow from Greece who sleeps along 
side of me, His name is Amudson. He lives on 
Bennington Drive. Imagine meeting a_ fellow 
from your home town way down in Panama, 
Quite a miracle I say, 1 didn’t know him at 
heme. 

We can buy popular brand cigarettes for 7c 
a pack or 70c a carton, Pretty cheap, ch what? 

We wear light tan uniforms and hats like you 
see in the movies that they wear in the tropics. 

[ just came back from church service to which 
I am going every Sunday. The church service is 
very similar to ours. We use books with hymns, 
prayer and scripture all in one book, The name 
of the book is “Song and Service Books for 
Ship and Field,” published by A. S. Barnes & 
Co., New York, copyrighted 1941. They are brand 
new books. Maybe Rev. Schroeder has heard 
of it. At the close of service they gave us each 
a little booklet called, “The Gospel of John the 
Apostle” for the purpose of reading a portion 
each day. It is similar to the “Daily Word” that 
you receive, mom, The church has a $3,000 
Hammond electrie organ which is very nice. The 
church holds around 150 people. 1 enjoy attend- 
ing church very much. The service is at 8 a.m. 

I know you will be glad to hear that | am 
attending church every Sunday. 

This afternoon we are going on a long hike 
somewhere.

MOTHER TO SOLDIER 


(Atlanta Journal) 


When war was declared between the United 
States and the Axis powers a Georgia mother 


wrote her son, who was training in an Army 


camp in Florida and told him how she felt about 
it all. The Journal has secured her permission 
to reproduce the letter, which follows: 


My dear, dear Son: 

War has been declared! Knowing your deep 
love for me, your first reaction will be “What 
will mother think?” So [ shall tell you: Today 
my eyes are filled with tears, for I am a woman, 
and women do not like war, but my heart is 
bursting with pride that I am the mother of a 
soldier who will fight to protect my country and 
home from an invading enemy. 

The war in Europe seemed so shadow-like and 
unreal, like an interesting book whose chapters 
unfolded from day to day, but now it has ceased 
to be fiction to us in America and is grim reality 
knocking with mailed fist on our door. The news 
has depressed your father and [ am working 
overtime being gay and cheerful to keep him 


from worrying too much about you. That will be 
woman's part in the war, to be cheerful—for 
morale is as necessary as arms in this crisis. 

War is bad—terrible—but somehow I have a 
feeling of relief that things have come to a head. 
For a long time, as you know, I have worried 
that your generation seems to have grown soft 
and self-indulgent—too pleasure-loying—taking 
all from life and giving little in return, I ad- 
mit the sin belongs to my generation. Things 
were not always easy for us older ones, and in 
our mistaken love and blindness we have tried 
to shield you younger ones from hardships, for- 
getting it is by constant struggle and fighting 
mankind becomes strong, physically and mor- 
ally, Alas! my generation has sown the wind 
and your generation must reap the whirlwind. 
It seems unfair, but remember when you are 
paying our debt we will be suffering a thousand- 
fold because of our mistakes. 

It is old-fashioned to speak of honor, self- 
sacrifice and duty, and even of God. The family 
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check-book has taken the place of the family 
Bible in many homes, but history, especially the 
Bible (which is the history of mankind), teaches 
that whenever man has had life too easy he has 
turned to money-madness, self-indulgence and 
wickedness, Then have come wars, catastrophes 
and misery until he turned to God (or good) and 
in that way found peace and happiness again. 
We are not alone, whole generations of hu- 
manity before us have trod the same hard path, 
but always good has come because of it, So it 
is our task to cling fast to all that is true and 
good and noble and find that path again, I pray 
we may Win a victory over our enemies, but 
even more shall I pray that we win victory over 
the selfishness and warring elements within our- 
selves, When we have gained that victory noth- 
ing from without can ever conquer us. 


My prayers will wrap you as in a coat of 
armor, but should it be your fate to pay the 
supreme price—which God forbid—then it is 
better to die for a constructive cause than to 
live an unconstructive life. While war is anything 
but constructive, per se, [ believe the aftermath 
of this war will usher in an era of the greatest 
spiritual awakening this world has ever known. 

As you know, we are so much alike you have 
always been very near and dear to me, and | 
feel it is fitting that you, of all my children, 
should be called to fight for the ideals which I 
have tried to give you, [ would feel dishonored 
if my son should faii his country or me at this 
great time in human history—I would feel that I 
had lived in vain. My love and prayers are with 
you always, 

Forgive me that | seem a trifle melodramatic, 
Just remember this is an unusual day in my life. 
Tomorrow I will write you all the foolish mother- 
things about eating proper food, keeping your 
feet dry, et cetera, but today I am more con- 
cerned with your spiritual needs. Wherever you 
may be sent, my heartbeats will keep time to 
your marching feet, and I pray they will lead to 
victory.

SPIRITUAL CHURCH GAINS IN GERMANY 


Arrests of Adherents pee to Check Niemoeller’s 
n 


By telephone to the New York Times. 


BERNE, Switzerland, April 4—News comes 
from Germany today that the Spiritual Church 
movement launched by the imprisoned Rev. 
Martin Niemoeller, calling tor the unification of 
the Catholic and Protestant churches throughout 
Germany “for their mutual protection,” is gath- 
ering momentum and adherents “to a gratifying 
degree.” 


Pastor Niemoeller’s participation in the move- 
ment now is virtually nil, as he is still interned 
in a concentration camp under strict surveillance. 


Reports in synodic circles in Geneva state that 
the principal supporters of the Spiritual Church 
movement have been recruited from the intel- 
lectuals of Berlin, Munich, Wuertzburg and 
Koenigsberg, who are proselytizing under dif- 
ficulties for its realization, Intervention in the 
plans and meetings of the leaders of the Spiritual 
Church movement has been frequent and dras- 
tic, it is added, with numerous arrests almost 
daily, The number and the fate of those ar- 
rested cannot be ascertained with accuracy, but 
reliable informers are cited as saying that the 
majority have been interned. 


A large part of the party opposition is stated 
to come from supporters of the National Social- 
ist Church, who are campaigning with insistence 
for their own church under Alfred Rosenberg. 
“Youth churches” are being set up in many com- 
munities for “religious” services Sunday morn- 
ings, so calculated as not to conflict with party 
duties for Hitler Youth adherents.

OUR BOYS IN THE UNITED STATES 
SERVICE 


From time to time we are printing excerpts 
from our letters by our boys in the country's 
service. Here is one from Fort Jackson, S.C. 
Dear Pastor: 

On or about May 16, 1941 I was selected to 
become a member of the organization of which 
I am a member at the present time. We arrived 
here about 46 hours from the time we left 
Niagara and [ doubt that any of us will ever 
forget that day we unloaded from the train in 
the hot sun with a full field pack on our backs 
and still in woolen uniform as we had not been 
issued cotton clothing until about one month 
after our arrival and believe me it really was hot, 

While we were in the field we had a chaplain 
traveling with us by the name of Maynard Vick, 
of the Protestant faith and a very good man. 
While on the Fort, I usually go to Columbia to 
a Presbyterian church and have found a few 
friends there. I am sorry I can’t give you the 
pastor's name, but I have completely forgotten it. 

Upon my arrival back at Camp, I was asked 
to read a Special Order and on doing so dis- 
covered that I had been promoted to the grade 


-of corporal on the 23rd of December, a sort of 


Christmas present as [ put it, and a very nice 
one at that. 

From the day of the news of the declaration of 
war by our country, I made up my mind to try 
to go up the ladder of success as far as possible 
and to do so honorably. So far, I believe my 
success is due only to 50% of my work here in 
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the army and the other 50% to the good Lord 
in answer to my mother's prayers. 

Since my return from that last furlough, | 
have been attending a school for non-commis- 
sioned officers held every night from 6:30 to 8:30 
and am learning a good deal so you can guess 
about how much time I have had to myself. 

Now I wish to thank you for your lovely letter, 
and [ would appreciate your thanking the Board 
of Deaconesses for all they have done for me 
in making my stay in the army a more joyful 
one, and also the Boy Scout Troop at the church 
for the package they sent some time ago and for 
which [ regret to say I never acknowledged my 
thanks,

may the Lord bless and keep each one of them,

It was my privilege during the past week to 
visit the Nebraska Synod meeting in Tilden, 
Nebraska and the Rocky Mountain Synod meet- 
ing in Fort Collins, Colorado as the representa- 
tive of the General Council of the Evangelical 
and Reformed Church. On my way to Tilden I 
was the guest of Rev. and Mrs. G. Seybold, 
Omaha, Nebraska.

Pastor Seybold has gained a 
national reputation in amateur photography, hav- 
ing recently won second prize in a national con- 
test sponsored by the Eastman Kodak Company. 
He has also made some excellent lecture sets of 
colored slides of various projects supported by 
our Board of National Missions. 

At the Nebraska conference I preached the 
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Divine Worship 
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synodical sermon in the opening session and 
presented the program of our Evangelical and 
Reformed Church. I was much impressed with 
the fine group of pastors in our Nebraska Synod 
and [ am convinced that with a return to normal 
conditions in this famous “dust bowl” our 
churches in that Synod will make a big improve- 
ment in their Kingdom support. 


In the Rocky Mountain Synod [I had my first 
direct contact with the Volga-German churches 
of our Evangelical and Reformed Church, These 
people came from Russia where their forefathers 
had settled several hundred years ago-at the 
invitation of Empress Catherine the Great, who 
desired to improve the agricultural and economic 
conditions prevailing among the masses of the 
Russian serfs. In recent years thousands of 
these people emigrated to America to escape 
from the intolerable conditions and persecutions 
of the late Czarist regime and the Bolshevist 
revolution, They are a very pious and conserva- 
tive group of people, clinging tenaciously to the 
ancient customs that they brought with them 
from the Volga valley. Our church is doing a 
splendid work among these people and we can 
expect within a reasonable period of time that 
they will become thoroughly assimilated into our 
American religious and cultural life. One of the 
churches is in desperate need of 100 new hymn- 
hooks. To provide these hymn books would be 
an excellent project for one of our church 
school or missionary groups. During the sessions 
of this conference I was graciously entertained 
in the hospitable homes of Dr. M. Schoenhaar, 
Greeley, Colorado, president of the Rocky Moun- 
tain Synod and Dr. Wm. Reitzer, pastor of the 
host church in Fort Collins, Colorado. At the 
close of the conference I was taken on a trip 
into the Rocky Mountains to beautiful Estes 
Park, which is about 9,000 feet above sea level. 
The hearty welcome and the generous hospitality 
of these good friends will always be gratefully 
remembered, 

We have a real opportunity in these western 
synods and our eastern churches should endeavor 
to give these fellow-Christians their heartiest 
support.

Most of our spare time is spent writing. IT re- 
ceived the gift the church sent me, also a box 
of cookies from the Girl Scout Troop. T hey all 
pleased me very much, Well sir, I am a member 
of a gun crew, We have fired them several times 
and it was a new experience for me. We are 
always on guard and ready. Our other duties 
are the usual army run, including K. P. We 
don't work all the time, Recreation is also im- 
portant with us. I wish we could go swimming 
more often but we have to be careful of the 
coral, I saw some of the Island but I have much 
more to see, It is nice here. The other night 
while | was on guard it rained some while the 
moon was out and | saw a rainbow for the first 
time at night. We try to hear all the old favorite 
programs and the news on the radio, 

I will write again. Take care of yourself and 
say “Hello” to the folks.

My dear Dr, Schroeder: 


My sincere thanks for your Easter greetings. 
It was extremely nice of you to remember ime. 
Having been among the more casual members of 
your congregation [ wouldn’t have been in the 
least surprised to find that you had forgotten 
who [ might be. Pleasant memories of your 
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Peesents at our wedding will always keep you in 
mind. 

Will you please extend to the Board of Dea- 
conesses my thanks for the Easter card and the 
gift which they sent to me. Also extend my best 
wishes to Mrs. L. Schaap for the very nice 
Easter card which she sent to me, I certainly 
appreciate the spirit which prompted the send- 
ing of the above. 

None of the men in my Battery are from 
Rochester, most of them being from the middle 
west. While we were at Camp Davis, N. C. | 
had hopes of getting some men from upper New 
York State, however, most of them came into 
the service after the 95th had been formed and 
went into the 96th instead, I have a grand group 
of men, though, and after the training that we 
went through at Davis, the experiences that we 
had during the North Carolina maneuvers and 
the toughening up that we have been getting 
over here I can truly say that I have a first class 
fighting outfit. 

We feel that we have been extremely fortu- 
nate in being sent out to the Hawaiian Islands. 
Having seen so many pictures and heard so 
many stories of the place, it is a great experience 
to find ourselves here. 1 think that it has been a 
grand experience for all of us to be able to see 
and do things that we might never have been 
able to otherwise. The only difficulty at present 
is that every one of us has developed a huge 
curiosity as to what the rest of the world looks 
like .. . very particularly that region about 3,000 
miles west of us that is inhabited by the Japs. 
I’m afraid that none of us will be satisfied until 
we are able to prowl around Tokio to our heart's 
content. From then on we hope to be able to 
continue until we have passed through Germany 
and are able to sail back to New York.

“Easter Greetings from Sunny Trees 

Today is April Fool's Day—and I had K, P— 
which was no joke; and when I finished, I found 
three pieces of correspondence, all from Salem— 
The Qutlook, Pastor’s letter, and the Easter 
Card from the Deaconess, and many thanks for 
the money order that was enclosed, So you see 
it was quite an eventful day. We also had church 
services tonight, and will have one tomorrow 
night—also Good Friday afternoon from 2 to 3 
p.m. IT am the 108th Regiment's organist for 
Protestant services, so I have a busy weekend 
to look forward to, I have derived a great deal 
of pleasure from the Hammond Organ, it truly 
is a remarkable instrument, and even though | 
have only had the opportunity to play on it just 
about three months, I have done remarkably 
well, considering all the possibilities of the in- 
strument, and that it has been self taught. I 
have been in the army 14 months tomorrow, but 
have only been privileged to worship in our 
regimental chapels three months of that time; 
before they were built we used the recreation 
halls, Soon I shall have to go back to playing a 
folding field organ. I have been a faithful mem- 
ber of “The Church” while in the army—as I 
was in Salem, and have been of service to the 
chaplain and my fellow Christians, by playing 
on a “broken down” piano—and field organ and 
that service was well rewarded, by giving me the 
opportunity of playing on the Hammond organ, 
which was one of my ambitions in civilian life— 
that I thought never would be realized. 

My special job in this war, is that of an “Aid 
man,” [ am assigned to *D"” Co. which is a heavy 
weapotis company in the infantry. There are 
two of us to take care of the whole company. 
We live with the company and render “first aid,” 
I am the senior aid man, and right now I am 
trying to teach a young fellow all [ know. He is 
21 years of age, been in the army four months, 
However, he has only been in the medico a little 
over a month, He had previous experience in 
Red Cross work; however, the army does things 
differently, 

Remember me to all my friends in Salem— 
the pastors, the deaconesses and the Nika Class 
—and J would like to hear from all of you oc- 
casionally—however, it is practically impossible 
to acknowledge all letters.
